Lambs receive 2 com¬ 
pound tablets. 

Among the commonest insect 
pests are sheep ticks (keds). 

Sheep ticks and lice suck blood 
and annoy the sheep, causing 
considerable loss in gains. 

They also cause • broken and 
soiled wool. External parasites 
can be controlled by dipping. Ev¬ 
ery flock should be dipped at 
least once a year. 

Bulletins and leaflets giving 
complete instructions fclr prev 
ention and control of common 
disease and parasites of shee.v 
can he obtained by writing to 
or calling at the office o* the 
District Agriculturist, Cardston 
One bulletin contains a plan for 
a dipping vat.

BREWERTON’S 


t.J. Mehew Injured 


While working on one of 
Ralph Bros, teams last Satur¬ 
day, Jack Mehew, local black¬ 
smith, was dragged by the 
horses arid ran over by the 
wagon, resulting in six ribs 
broken, two with a compound 
fracture and a punctured lung. 
Casey Ralph, who was in the 
wagon when the team bolted 
was thrown over the front oJ 
the box and scratched and bru¬ 
ised, but had no bones broken.

They described a circle 
and the tongue ran under the 
front bumper of a parked truck 
and when it stopped with a 
jerk, Casey was pitched over 
the front of the wagon and on 
t othe doubetrees and bumber 
of the truck, being scratched 
and brui'sed. 

Jack was rushed to the 
Lethbridge Hospital and Xrays 
showed the injuries mentioned 
above. He is resting as well as 
can be expected now.
